Figh ting Hard to Check the 
American Advance, but 
W ith no Success. 


THE AMERICANS 
CAIN EVERY FICHT. 


They Kiln Afrit inaiiio’s Favorite Reg­ 
iment Out and Occupy the 
Trenches Themselves. 


PUSHING ON TO THE 
REBEL HEADQUARTERS. 


Forty-Five \merfcan* Have Been Killed 
aud One Hundred and Forty-five 
Wounded 
The Ia>v» to the 
Filpino* I* Unknown. 


Manila, March 27.—The American* 
have advanced along the line of the 
Dagupan railroad, driving the Filipino* 
from Malinta and Newoanayan, where 
there were 80(10 inhabitant- 
Sunday 
night the brigades of General Harrison 
Gray Otis and General Hale encamped 
in the enemy’s trenches at Newcanyan 
and that of General Wheaton at Ma­ 
linta. 
General Wheaton’s brigade formed a 
junction with the remainder of General 
McArthur * division at Malinta and the 
latter, leaving General Wheaton there, 
marched along the railroad to Newcan- 
avau. 
This place was foititied. and for 
800 yards from it there were trenches on 
each side of the track. These were taken 
possession of by the American troops. 
The movement of the Americans m il be 
pushed in this direction. 
The Filipino* realising that the rail­ 
road wa* the crucial line. constructed 
row after row of trenches, running diag­ 
onally on both sides of the track at a 
distance of a few hundred yards apart. 
This work was designed most intelli­ 
gently and has evidently been done 
under the direction of expert*. 
It rep­ 
resents an enormous amount of labor. 
Most of the rebel positions are protected 
by thick earth works, a majority of 
them topped with stones and provided 
with loopholes- 
Some have sheet iron 
roofs. 
The day’s work of the United States 
troops consisted of storming the succes­ 
sive trenches. 
The Filipinos occupying 
them were completely hidden. 
The en­ 
emy poured a strong fire from every 
trench until they were disturbed by a 
Hanking volley, when they would disap­ 
pear into the woods and jungle, only to 
make a stand at the next line. 
The American loss was remarkably 
small, seven being reported killed and 
25 wounded. 
It is known that the Fili­ 
pinos were so protected that they suf­ 
fered little. 
No dead insurgents were 
found in the trenches. 
Forty prisoner* 
were taken by the Americans and it is 
estimated that the rebel casualties num­ 
ber SO. 
k 
The insurgents broke their gnns when 
they were compelled to abandon them. 
The Helena and the army gunboat* 
shelled Malahon and the country be­ 
yond. while the Monadnock focused all 
it* battery upon Paranque for two 
hour* for the purpose of destroying the 
m ilitary stores there. 
A great smoke 
was caused, hut as the insurgents are in 
possession of the town the results of the 
shelling are not obtainable. 
The evacuation of Malaboij was pic­ 
turesque, thousands of men, ’women and 
children, loaded down with household 
goods, some with their dearest treas­ 
o n s - fighting cocks—under their anus, 
poured across the swamp* in the early 
.mom ng. 
An exploded caisson at the 
railroad bridge proved a har to the 
Americans. 
Ten soldiers of the Oregon regiment 
while searching for two of those killed 
earlier la tho fighting, sneakt-d into tho 
city and found the place in a condi­ 
tion of chaos. 
The inhabitants, seeing 
them, fled in a panic, thinking the 
American forces were in possession. The 
Oregonians shot several armed natives 
and then returned to camp. 
The Amer­ 
ican force* did not occupy Malabon, but 
are concentrating their strength to strike 
Malolos. 
Malahon is a city of desolation. 
The 
American soldiers have been forbidden 
to enter the place for fear that natives 
may I*' lurking there.

whereabouts had appeared in the Lon­ 
don newspapers. 
This elicited a dis­ 
patch from Manila saying that, the miss­ 
ing prince wa* in the Philippines, and 
had been there for many months, was 
present at the destruction of Montejo*’ 
fleet and was a member of the European 
club. 
The dispatch asserted also that 
bi* behavior had given rise to a suspi­ 
cion that he was acting as the confiden­ 
tial agent of the government.

further alleged that before Manila sur­ 
rendered he wa* allowed to pa** in and 
out of the Spanish and insurgent lines, 
each party apparently regarding him as 
favorable to themselves.

; thur’s division spent Snnday night and 
early this morning at Meycauyan, the 
next station beyond Polo. 
After recon­ 
noitering to the front, he pushed along 
the railroad in the afternoon toward 
Malolos. 
If the statement of the 35 prisoners 
captured is trne. the main body of the 
enemy has retreated to Malolos. 
There are no more trenches to encoun­ 
ter, althongh over HO villages, including 
the larger settlements of Bulccan and 
Gndgninto intervene. 
At every railroad station circulars 
had been posted signed by the Filipino 
oommander-in-chief, Antonio Luna, or­ 
dering all spies and bearers of news to 
the enemy to be snot without trial and 
instructing that all looters and ravish­ 
ers be treated in the same manner. 
Farther on it ordered that all towns 
abandoned by the Filipino troops first 
be horned 
While deploring the exist­ 
ence of war. the circular maintains the 
undeniable right of Filipinos to defend 
their homes, lives and lands against “ the 
would be dominators, who would kill 
them, their wives and children”, adding 
that this motive ought to impel all 
Filipinos to sacrifice everything. 
The shelling of Paranaque was not 
premeditated. 
The Monadnock was an­ 
chored off the town and the insurgents, 
emboldened by the long silence of the 
w'arship* on guard duty, opened fire on 
her with muskets with the result of one 
man being killed and three wounded. 
The Monadnock then destroyed half the 
town, including a church. 
The W ashington regiment had an ex­ 
citing experience and displayed much 
gallantry. 
The soldiers found a band 
of insurgents concealed in a stone house, 
over which the French flag* was flying. 
A private volunteered to set fire to the 
building. 
He did so and the troops ap­ 
proached when it was burning and the 
Filipinos had apparently fled. 
B at they 
were greeted by a sudden volley from 
the balcony of the house, resulting in 
the building being cleared of the enemy 
in short order. 
One thousand Filipinos, composing 
the rear guard of the rebel army, w’hieh 
is retreating on Malolos, Aguinaldo’s 
headquarters, 
made 
a 
stand 
today 
at some strong entrenchments about 
Mariloa, across the Mariloa river. 
In 
the engagement six 
Americans were 
killed, including three officers, and 40 
men were wounded. 
The American forces advanced from 
Meycauyan. 
The brigade was com­ 
manded by General Harrison G. Otis, 
being on the left of the railroad, and Gen. 
Hale’s on the right 
They eventual­ 
ly discerned white roofs and steeples 
among the green trees beyond fhe river, 
looking not unlike a Massachusetts vil­ 
lage. 
The rebels had an unfordable 
river in front of them and they poured

Houston Post Sqnday and Monday 
relative to the situation in Bryan 
were calculated to do this town 
great injustice in the minds of the 
people owing to their highly exag­ 
gerated character. 
The reports 
stated that H ealth Officer Tabor 
had called on the state to take 
charge of the situation here and 
and that Dr. Blunt, state heaith of­ 
ficer had come to take charge. The 
facts in the case are as follows: 
On Friday Dr, Tabor telegraphed 
Gov. Sayers for tents and cots to 
be used in isolating patients and 
persons who had been exposed to 
the disease.
